The 
Original act was necessarily passed in 
the absence of the States chiefly to be 
effected. hecause their people were then 
contumacieusly engaged in the rebel- 
lion.

Tie Sandwich Islands are thirteen in 
number, having an aggregate area of 
about 6,500 square miles. Six are mere 
iélets, nnd two of the remain-‘er are of 
small size.
